Foreign  Trade  Developments 

Continued  export  growth  forecast  for  agricultural  products. 

"We  project  exports  to  increase  by  almost  20  percent  in  value  this  fiscal 
year  to  about  $38  billion  and  about  16  percent  in  volume,"  reported  Thomas  R. 
Saylor,  Associate  Administrator,  Foreign  Agricultural  Service,  speaking  at  the 
1980  Agricultural  Outlook  Conference  in  Washington.  He  said,  "We  expect  ship- 
ments of  wheat,  feed  grains  and  soybeans,  our  leading  export  commodities,  to 
total  more  than  130  million  tons,  compared  with  112  million  last  year.  At  the 
same  time,  the  value  of  agricultural  imports  in  fiscal  1980  is  pegged  to  rise 
at  a  slower  rate,  probably  to  $17.5  billion,  which  could  give  the  U.S.  an 
agricultural  trade  surplus  of  more  than  $20  billion  for  the  year.  It  was 
15.8  billion  in  fiscal  1979." 

The  Fifth  Central  American  Conference  will  be  held  in  New  Orleans,  La.  February 
27-29,  1980.  The  principal  theme  for  the  1980  Conference  will  be  Agribusiness 
and  the  featured  speaker  is  General  Policarpo  Pax,  Chief  of  State  of  Honduras. 
USDA  Deputy  Under  Secretary  for  International  Relations  James  Starkey  will  also 
be  a  principal  speaker.
